4. Wa than turned to the problem o£ propoaad legialatioii lor 
an improved retirement aystem. Mr. Hardy tndlcMed he had forgotten 
aoma of the poiata on tMa and we refreahed hia memory. He atatad 
titat the Foreign Service haa too much already and that they can get 
asiything from the Foreign Affaire Committee they wlahil therefore, 
he did not want ua to be able to have whatever aidhorltlet are approved 
by the Foreign Affaire Committee. We pointed out to him that we were 
pr^poaiag an amendment to the abort form MU which would reiiuire 
cooaultation with the Houae and Senate Armed Service# Committeea prior 
to the IKIS adapting any of the auUiorttiea. It waa further pointed out 
that thia waa baaed on a number of exiaUng atatutory precedenta 
ai^llcahle to the Department of Defenae where they are re<i|uired to 
e<»aatdt with Uie Committee* prior to taking atated aetlcna. Mr. Hardy 
aMd thia eonaultatlon proceea ia meaniagleaa aa far aa ha ia ecmcemed 
and that it waa lime In general lor Congreae to reaaaert ita eontrcl in a 
number of Uie Itelda and that he for one waa going to work in thia 
^recUoa aa he has in the past. 


t. We pointed out Ute long range ohjectivee M both the Bureau 
of the Budget and Civil Service Cmnmiaalon to have one comprehensive 
retirement ayatsr.; metlftOMtlEf ^pl oy ae a including special provisions 

lor overseas employeea. In view of that objective, both the Bureau of 
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Budget and Hi# C^ommlaalon did not want to ««« a saw and 
dtSexant retiiramast ayatam coma into being* Mr. Hardy diamiaaad 
thia problem by aaylsg ibe problema wltb the Bureau of the Budget 
and Uie ClrU Service Commlaalflaa ware ouri and not hla. Ka inquired 
wbetber we had In fisct prepared a bill aa th» Committee had requaatad 
and thia waa ahown to Mm. Ha indicated he would have no ob^ctlon if 
we repeated verbatim certain proviaiona in the F oreign Service 
Retirement MB but he felt the Committee ahould have the tMal proviaiona 
before them eo that they would know what they were approvfaig. The long 
form bill waa eahlbited Indicating that wa had drawn thia and preaented 
it to tMi Committee aa requeated very ahortly after the hearing. He 
aeked had we pM any aUghBy more liberal proviaioaa to the bill and It 
waa elated €Me long form bill waa in toct a verbatim lift of toe proviaioaa 
applicable to Foreign Service glMng the Agency no more and no leaa. 

». Mr, Hardy waa unalteraMy oppoaed to toe abort form bill 
even with the propoaed amesdmenta and it waa clear to m that no 
uaeful purpoae would be aerved by our going tot© too matter in greater 
detail attemfdteg to puah for Ma approval of toe abort form. On toe 
other hand, Mr* Hardy agreed that there ahc^dd be apeclal provialona 
for certain limited numbers of Agency peraonael. 
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
